The 
only grounds tor new trial relied on 
by the defendant of Commonwealth a 
Attoraey Boa O. Rlngo was prejudic- 
ial to the rlchta ot the deteadant, 
aad after brlat eoneideratloa ot the 
argument, whieh had beea reported 
hy the official stenographer the Court 
was ot the opinion that the defend- 
ant's complaint was well founded 
aad awarded him a new trial. The 
partlaalat partloa of the arguihent of 
whteh ike deteadant neat etreakraaly 
oomplalned waa that portAa whlefc' 
urged the Jury to find the da t aada a t 
guilty lest he should be turaed loOea 
and return to his former neighbor- 
hood where he waa not wanted. The 
defendant pleaded insanity as de- 
teoM aad It waa la reapooM to thia 
plea that the afffioaaat reterad to 
was made.

KlRhty years ago, In a Kentucky 
valley, II. D. D\ick worth, then a 
strapping and ambitious young man, 
decided to migrate. "I hate to leave 
old Kentucky," be latd. "bat I must 
go. There la oae thing, bewerer, 
that I will take with me," he remark- 
ed to a group of neighbors who had 
gathered about the warm hearth In 
his father's home to bid him good-by 
"What's that?" some one asked curi- 
ously. "And that's thU Are," he re- 
plied. Next mombiff DaOkworth and 
his wife, taking wafeaa. gone, ket- 
tlae and ana, and ahlldren, atorted 
for the lands beyond the great river. 
Swinging under the bed of the wagon 
was an Iron kettle, carryinR the coal 
from the parent hearth. This Are 
Dwak worth fed at intervals with 
great ear*. Agld* trem aentiment it 
waa a great ee a va ai aaaa. ready at 
noon or night, or at any stop, to 
break the gloom and cook the food. 
The Are was carefully watched and 
never allowed to go out. 

The family was often followed by 
Indiana, but never moleeted, Hav- 
ing arrived at Mtaeeori, alter a long 
weary march behind the alew-plod- 
ding oxteam, they settled in Spring 
Hill township, Livingston county. 

There they tied the oxen, unloaded 
the children, and leaving the house- 
hold goods in the wagon, for that 
woald be their on^ hpme fer some 
time to eome, Oackwerth ■ toA his 
ax and began to clear a plaea In the 
wilderness.

It was 
the Are. And as the old maa prepar- 
ed his simple meals, the com bread 
he had made and eaten from a boy, 
the salt meat followed by a pipe, the 
flr* seawad ae human that It kept 
bim eempa a y.

But at last the cabia grew too old, 
too unoomfortablo, and Mett built a 
new pine house without a fireplace — 
only a stove.

London, Feb. St .r— Some eatertaia- 
Inc aneodotee are iold In an olBelal 
biography of the Prince of Wales, by 
Darid Williamson, Just published. 

"When I am King," said the Prin- 
ce of Wales as a little boy, "I shall 
make three laws: No one aball cat 
the tails of the little dogs: there 
shall %m no more dahing with books, 
and no one shall nee baarlag reins to 
hurt the horse." 

His "first regular pocket money 
was a shilling a week, rising steadily 
but not rapidly." There were, how- 
ever, compensations. Birthday prea- 
enu aupplied many of hia waato, 
and he could always And a way to 
possess himself of the .lathes, me- 
chanical appliances and modes of ma- 
chines and ships to which he was at- 
tracted. 

Absence of "side" bas contributed 
much to the popnlarlty and aa t eem 
in which the Priaee baa been held by 
all his yonng assoeiatea in the navy, 

at Oxford and in the ietrmy. Once an 
Osborne cadet asked him "whether 
It was a great responsibility to be the 
son of the Prince of Wales. 'I've 
never theaj^t aboat it In that way,' 
said the PHnee. 'It'a alwaya aaem- 
ed to me great luck to be bom the 
eldest son. because when you're the 
eldest son you iKiven't got to wear 
iny of your brothers' old clothes!' 
This, If true, is an_entertainlng illus- 
tration of the Queen's methods of 
bringing np the r<^ family. 

There la an Intereeting chapter on 
"Personal Characteristics," In which 
an Illustration is given of hla re- 
markable powers of endurance. "Dur- 
ing the Prince's visit to Germany, in 
1913, two Garaua ofltoara were de- 
tached to hia aaH*. Oae day the 
party had been aatomobillng. Tbe 
Prince asked for the car to be stop- 
ped, as he felt stiff and wanted to 
have a walk. "Why not walk 
home?" he suggested. "It is Afteen 
miles, at leaat," said one of tbe of- 
flcers. "Never mind. I eaa luaMe 
that dlstaaee all rii^t." so the three 
started off; but only one of the of- 
ficers accompanied the Prince to the 
end of tbe long walk, as the other 
bad to stay behind with fatigue."

He bas 
a manner of speaking which implies 
that those wtio differ from him are 
somehow 4uita undesirable. His 
owa jrtaage et heart well have been 
accompanied by a eartaia amount of 
confession, and eertainly ought to 
make him more tolerant of those who 
criticize him. However, this is a mi- 
nor point. The main (luestion is 
whether President Wilson's deeds 
will taiau hla recent worda.

years, instead of $S0|000 annually 
f09 Ave years, aa had baaa arged by 
the eomml^ton. 

The aaMaded bill, whIA passed by 
a vote ot IB to ti, aow gaisa to the 
Senate, where It Is axpaatatf 'tt pass. 
The approval of Gov. Stanley, evea 
for this small appropriation is con- 
siderably doubtful, however, since he 
-recently granted an interview in 
which he said that the State's finnn- 
ees do not warrant an expenditure in 
thia great aaasa. 

The debate on the bill was marked 
by grievious deflcriptlons of the de- 
pleted conilltion of tln' State treasury 
and the disparity between Kentucky's 
receipts and disbursements . Oppon- 
ents for the bill, however, made no 
aUaaioa to the fhet that tha hUls havp 
already pasaad the Honae providing 
for the employment of "extra help" 
in several State departments. In ad- 
dition to the reduction of the approp- 
riation, the bill. l)rl"ori' its passage, 
was otherwise amended to its detri- 
ment, according to its friends. 

The llliteraciy.eommlaatOB bill, of 
whieh Kapraesatatlva Fraak Greene 
Is the aathor. was broaght before the 
House this evening when Represen- 
tative Hobs, of Lexington, moved 
that it be taken out of tbe regular 
order and placed upon its passage.

Micratory Bird Law aad hf- thto 
means has enabled aportaaMB* BBdar 
State laws, to shOOt Wild tOWl thO 
coming spring. 

Under the Federal regulations as 
they now stand, tha aaaaon on all 
migratory wild leiri to alooad aaUl 
next aataaui throaghout tba United 
states. Federal inepectora and ward- 
ens are required, and others Interest- 
ed In the protection of wild fowl are 
requested, to report to the Depart- 
ment of Agrieultnro all caa e e of 
vlototloaa ot Oio ragatottaaa. in 
order that ffogar aatloa bmf be 
taken. 

The Department of Agriculture 
has no power to siisi)end the law or 
to pardon violations of the regula- 
tions. Doubtless the erroneous im- 
pressioa. oa which tha aoarapaper 
■utamaato ara haaad, baa growa oat 
of tha poadaeay of llUgatloe larolv- 
Ing tho aonatitutionality of the Act 
of Congress approved March 4, 1913, 
under which the regulations were 
promulgated. The lower Federal 
courts disagreed as to the validity of

•tataa. Tba eaaa waa argued In the 
Bnpreme Court in October, ltl6, hut 
has not been decided.

Tha DapartMBt^l AirlOBltara 
to boaad to report to tho Digarfaai 
of Jaatlaa vtototloBo of tha ragula- 
tloaa It the Supreme Court should 
declare the law constitutional.
